Judging by recent figures concerning the kill- 
ing of policemen, sweeping gun control laws, aim- 
ed at depriving the law abiding of the right of gun 
ownership, would be about as effective as outlaw- 
ing the rising of the sun. These figures show that 
of the arrested killers of policemen, 71 percent had 
been arrested previously and 57 percent had been 
convicted, mostly of crimes of violence. This means 
that it was already illegal for most of them to have 
guns under federal law and many state or local 
laws. Between 15 and 20 percent of the policemen 
murdered with handguns were killed with their 
own handguns, which their assailants snatched 
away them. This could be the consequence of 
“Don’t Shoot” orders given police in some cities. 
In the past three years, Black Panthers have murd- 
ered nine law officers and wounded 56 more with 
gunshots. Most of the guns traced to them were 
found to have been acquired by theft. 

The simple fact, as pointed out in “The Amer- 
ican Rifleman”, is that, “Most police killings are 
committed by criminals with illegal guns. Rather 
than passing another law for them te ignore and 
break, the solution is to put them in jail. There 
are enough laws now under which that can be done 
without bedeviling the millions of honest citizens 
who own guns.” 

The right of gun ownership is one of the most 
fundamental and traditional of American freedoms. 
A gun is a companion of ranchers, farmers, trap- 
pers, woodsmen and sportsmen. Those who would 
strike down the right of gun ownership for these 
millions of responsible citizens in the name of curb- 
ing crime are committing the greatest disservice 
to the basic principles of our American philosophy 
of individual freedom.

Parents Know 
the Drug Threat 


The Child You Save 
May Be Your Own 


Today's Subject: The Drug Scene In Our Country 


This is No. 1 in my new series of “letters’' to parents. Since 
T cannot possibly talk to every parent individually I find this is 
a speedy and efficient way to communicate. This series, as 
the title implies, will be to give all parents in our community 
some of the latest information on drug abuse. 


A noted college professor in the east said recently, “the 
present generation of young people in our schools and colleges 
are the best informed, the most intelligent, and the most ideal- 
istic of any we have ever had in this country.” He adds, ‘“‘to- 
day's young people are more moral than their elders, 90% of 
them."’ Only a small minority of young people are using and 
abusing drugs, but a minority still means a great number of 
young people, some quite young, and the number is evidently 
increasing rapidly. 


This is a drug-obsessed society. In 1965 about 167,000,000 
prescriptions were written by doctors for psychotropic drugs, 
the kind that change or affect mood or behavior. Aduwts were 
the main consumers. and so we must assume that adults them- 
selves are high on the list of drug abusers. 


If this is true, and national statistics seem to indicate it, 
the parents must look to themselves when trying to understand 
how the drug problem got its start in the first place. However, 
the purpose of this series is not to place blame, but rather to 
become familiar with terminology, learn more about the drug 
problem itself, and discuss how best to cope with it as parents. 


It takes no giant intellect to realize that a parent cannot 
scare a child into doing ‘the right thing’’ with statements that 
are not factual. During these trying times most children, from 
their associations on the street, know more about drug use and 
terms than their parents. Therefore, what we discuss here 
about drugs will be an effort to meet and surpass the knowl- 
edge of our children, so that we may better impress them on 
the pitfalls of drug use. 


Everyone knows, if he reads at all, the use and abuse of 
drugs that affect the mind is spreading across the country. Hun- 
dreds of thousands, maybe millions of young Americans are 
tasting, testing and experimenting or going further with mari- 
juana, LSD, with “uppies" and ‘‘downies’’ . . . pep pills and 
sedatives, with ‘Speed,’ and a few with heroin. So then, in 
the series ahead, we will examine such things as Oral Amphet- 
amines, Injected Methamphetamine, Barbiturates, Heroin, 
Marijuana and LSD — what they look like, the names they are 
called by the teens, where they are obtained, how they are used. 
dangers of use, affects of use, reactions, etc. 


For a majority of youngsters, an encounter with mind-af- 
fecting drug seems only a flirtation with the user feeling sure 
he can take it or Jeave it. Some authorities say that such ex- 
perimentation can amount to drug roulette; some young people 
happen to be particularly susceptfble to some drugs and can 
become dependent and hurt badly by what they intended as an 
innocent adventure. 


American society tolerates alcohol and nicotine, both of 
which are technically drugs, and millions of people abuse both 
of them. Many drugs are taken legitimately by prescription, 
but there is also a black market among some potent drugs. 
Every year billions of sedative and pep pills are diverted to 
iNegal use and misuse. This is enough pills per person per year 
to keep everyone in the United States awake and jumping for 
a week, and enough barbiturates ,to keep them in a stupor for 
a week, according to the Federal Food and Drug Administration. 


If this information convinces you that all parents need to 
know more about drugs, watch for my “letter’’ to you next 
week in this paper.

Here's a prediction: 

School millage elections around the state are 
going to be in even more trouble next year than they 
have been jn the past several years. ; 

Local school officials can testify that passing a 
millage in recent years has been no cakewalk. It's 
tough, hard work to line up public support at the 
polls to provide tax support to operate public 
schools. ; 

In most districts, the electorate has risen to the 
lask fiequeutly after two or three appeals. School 
officials have undertaken new marketing methods ; 
one of the more successful seems to have been the 
smorgasbord approach, wherein the school board 
splits the millage question—so much for basic 
school operations. plus one or two mills for certain 
programs. plus one or two more mills for more 
added programs. ; 

With a choice. voters tend to select the basic 
miilage—and perhaps the first added course. if they 
feel in a generous mood. But very seldom do the 
voters pick all three or four parts of the package, 
giving schoo! administrators less than they really 
want, but enough to carry on business. 

Operating millage has become more and more a 
yearly issuc. Practically gone are the days when a 
school district would ask for and receive a five-year 
operational program. or a three-year levy, or even a 
two-mill levy. The main reason is that voters—and 
taxpayers—don’t want to commit themselves that

far in advance. 

Well, when next year’s millage questions come 
around, a new element will be added—the element 
of uncertainty. This factor has been present in a 
rather limited way in the last year or so, but next 
year it will front and center, across the state. 

The point is that sooner or later, the state is going 
to take over the entire burden of financing local 
school operations. When that day comes, local 
millage elections for basic operational funds likely 
will be completely out the window 

Gov. Milliken has been pushing his “education 
reform” program for the last few years based 
importantly on doing away with the property tax to 
support schools, and replacing it with a higher, 
broader, statewide income tax. 

One result has been to provide ammunition to the 
“vote no” crowd in the local millage elections. Why 
adopt any millage, they say, when the state is going 
to step ii -uyway, with something like the Milliken 
program? 

So far, t:* Milliken program has not been 
adopted, and the ‘wait for the state’ approach 
generally has nt held sway on the Jocal level, 
despite its advocacy by many. 

Next year, however, the question will be even 
more in focus. The California court decision that

One significant part of the Milliken-Kellcy 
request to the court was that any change not be 
applied until the 1972-72 school year, under the 
reasoning Unal if (he court were to order a change in 
school financing in mid-year, the result would be too: 
chaotic for everyone concerned. 

So perhaps the prediction that begins this column 
is useless. 

Perhaps the state courts will decide that school 
operation financing is really a state responsibility, 
and order the state and Jocal districts to comply far 
enough in advance of the re-opening of school next 
fall to forestall any need for local operational 
millage elections next year at all. 

And perhaps there will be no federal appeal filed 
after the state court hands down its ruling. 

But just think of the havoc that would result from 
uncertainty if the question is still hanging fire when 
present operationa! millages expire in district after 
district next year. 

Selling school millage in such an atmosphere of 
uncertainly would take real genius.
